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ot too long ago New York's East Village was known to only a few-. 
neighborhood Poles and Ukrainians, art students from nearby Cooper 


Union. Now it is called the New Bohemia. What Greenwich Village (now 
known as the West Village) used to be, the East Village is-but 
more so. 


Walk down St. Mark's Place, the swinging, other-worldly main street, 


and you are struck by a number of things. East Village inhabitants are 
young, many of them students or not too far past it. They express their 
ideals, causes and rebellions verbally, outwardly, in the way they dress 
and the way they live. Their long hair, beards, and unusual clothing are 
not much appreciated by the status-quo-conscious older generation. Nor 
are some East Village causes such as LSD and New Left politics. 


No matter what their beliefs, almost all try to live a creative life. As in 


every so-called Bohemia, the area abounds with artists, artisans, actors, 
musicians and film makers who need a free-wheeling atmosphere in which 
to work. 


One of these, Michael Grando, is a pantomimist who, with friends, 


rented the old Bridge Theater to present their own and others' work. They 
bought a load of costumes and, after taking what they needed, converted

the theater lobby into a store called Headquarters. In no time at all thou- 
sands of people were buying doublets, Roman helmets, medieval court 
costumes and 20s evening dresses. Headquarters' policy is-, no paper bags. 
"You walk out either carrying it or wearing it," says Grando. When the 
costumes are gone, the theater will re-open. 


But other stores will continue to make St. Mark's Place the old-and-wild 


center of New York. Limbo's four owners sell both new clothes and old 
capes, gangster suits, grenadier jackets, kilts, you name it. Who wears 
them? "People from 8 to 80," says owner Fred Billingsley. 


Painter Howard Kanovitz and his wife Mary design and make ornately 


filigreed old-style jewelry for their shop, Queen of Diamonds. Everyone 
who works there seems to be multi-talented. Ex-teacher Charles Fitz- 
Gerald owns two shops. One, Grizzly Furs, sells vintage fur coats and 
jackets; the other is devoted to wooden bowls and boards of his own de- 
sign. Matchless, is run by Lohr Wilson and Noel Nynan. Not only do they 
design their gift matches and jewelry, but Lohr makes films.

Fair Trade Laws Cheat People

tate Sen, John Wilder of Som- 
ervflle has called for/pas- 
sage of a bill repealing the 


state's "fair trade" liquor law, 
The public Interest runs counter 
to any kind of price fixing which 
guarantees a profit to some In- 
dustry, and if the legislature finds 
itself 
in a repealing mood, it 


should not only get rid of the 
"fair trade" liquor law but the 
"fair trade" milk law as well. 


Senator Wilder points out that 


the liquor industry not only is 
guaranteed a profit on its com- 
modity, but also on the taxes 
on its commodity. Thus the $1 
a gallon increase in the tax on 
liquor which has been proposed 
will further Increase the profit 
of the retailer under the "fair 
trade" law. Fair trade laws kill 
competition and hurt the free en- 
terprise system. Of all business 
interests that don't deserve an in- 
sured profit it is the liquor In- 
dustry. With all the controversy 
that surrounds this business it 
would seem that those who are 
in it would do all they can to 
promote a public image that co- 
incides with the public interest. 


And if ever there was a bus- 


iness which should be required 
to participate in price competi- 
tion, it is the milk industry. 
Milk is a basic food necessity 
for children - at home and in 
school. 
It is unthinkable that 


there would be a law which as- 
sured those who sell milk a set 
percentage of profit and which 
would prohibit a grocer from 
selling milk cheaper, if he de- 
sired to do so. Where fair trade 
laws are on the books it is clear 
that lobbyists for an Industry have 
been at work in behalf of spec- 
ial private interests and against 
the public interest. - Nashville 
(Term.) Tennessean

The six men from the 2nd 


Battalion, 27th Infantry huddled 
in one of the main rooms as 
Chaplain Tucker crawled in. His 
steel helmet with a black cross 
inked on the front of the cam- 
ouflage cover was the altar. A 
New Testament was carried in 
the helmet's elastic band, nor- 
mally used to hold leaves and 
small branches for camouflage.
